Two Children Die 
In W. Andover Fire 


Two children, aged three years 
and three months respectively, 
were burned to death Tuesday 
afternoon in a sweeping blaze 
which completely demolished the 
four room ‘bungalow of Nelson Den- 
nis, 30, of River road. They were 
Dorothy Dennis, 3, and Robert Den- 
nis, 8 months. 

The children had been left alone 
in ‘the house, an older brother play- 
ing outside near the building, while 
the mother was phoning in a gro- 
cery order from the house of a 
neighbor, Hudson E. Wilcox. The 
fire was, meanwhile, discovered by 
Rudolph Johnson, school bus driver, 
who had just let two children off a 
little down the road. Johnson in- 
structed the children to phone in 
the fire alarm, while the vainly 
sought entrance ito the house, as- 
sisted by Earl Maddox, a high 
school student. The two children, 
Helen and Frank Manning, with 
their mother, also made a vain at- 
tempt to enter the cottage, but were 
driven back by tthe fiames and the 
heat generated by them. 

Firemen arriving at the scene 
could do little but attempt to keep 
the fire from spreading. A small 
brush fire had already started near 
the already doomed cottage, and ithe 
brush fire truck summoned to ex- 
tinguish it. The house, a four-room 
shingled cottage built by Mr. Den- 
nis himself over a period of several

Arrange For New 


Draft Registration 


Thirty Workers Help 
List New Eligibles 


Local Draft Board 3 expects to 
register, next week, about 60 per- 
cent of the number of men listed 
on the now-historic date of October 
17, 1940, according to this week’s 
announcement by Henry S. Hopper, 
secretary of the board. The regis- 
tration will take place on Sunday 
and Monday, February 15 and 16, 
at the town house. Nearly all the 
available space there is expected 
to be used for the new registration, 
and more than 30 volunteer workers 
have been recruited to assist in the 
listing. 

All male citizens, and all other 
male persons residing here, who 
became 20 years of age on or be- 
fore December 31 last, and who 
have not attained the age of 45 by 
February 16 of this year, are re- 
quired iby law to register. Men who 
have been listed in one of the two 
previous, registrations, of course, 
need not be listed again. The town 
house will be open for registration 
from 9 to 5 o’clock on Sunday, and 
from 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. on Monday. It 
is emphasized that the registration 
will take place only in the town

Victory Book Campaign 
Makes Steady Progress 


About 1900 books have been col- 
lected in Andover in the four 
weeks since the Victory Book 
drive began, according to Miss 
Miriam Putnam, local chairman. In 
the national drive, only one million 
of the desired ten million books 
have been gathered, but Andover 
has already subscribed its tenta- 
tive quota, and a new one has been 
established. The most  guitable 
books collected here will be sent to 
Fort Devens, while books appro- 
priate for reading by women and 
children will be held at the library 
until further instructions are re- 
ceived from national headquarters. 

The books given in Andover have 
been of a wide variety. Such titles 
as “The Family,” “Days of our 
Years,” “The Story of Philosophy,” 
“Northwest Passage,” “Gone with 
the Wind,” “Life With Father,” and

Articles to be included in the an- 
nual town warrant, have been com- 
ing in at a very slow rate, and there 
is every prospect that the warrant 
will be unusually short, according 
to Town Clerk George Winslow. 
The deadline for submission of 
such articles is 4:30 this afternoon. 


Three articles held over from the 
special town meeting last month 
should receive considerable atten- 
tion at the March meeting. The 
first asks the town to appropriate 
$549.60 to pay bills for tuition con- 
tracted for with the town of North 
Reading, on petition of the school 
committee. The other two deal 
with the acceptance and purchase 
of water mains on Princeton ave- 
nue, Shawsheen Heights, on pe- 
tition of George Cairns and others, 
for which $1182.50 will be asked. 

Most of the other articles deal 
with similar acceptances and reim- 
bursements for private ways. Ed- 
ward A. Doyle and others request 
the sum of $1980 for water exten- 
sions on Vine street. W. Shirley 
Barnard and others ask acceptance

School Committee 
Asks Increases 


The Andover school committee, 
at its regular monthly meeting 
Tuesday night, voted to include a 
request for 10 percent salary in- 
creases. for all local public school 
teachers in its budget for the an- 
nual town warrant. The increase is 
to ‘be effective March 1. The total 
sum is expected to call for a 75 cent 
increase in the 1942 tax rate, and 
it is felt by the committee that an 
increase of such proportions in the 
annual budget should be acted on 
directly by the voters themselves. 

The board also voted to insert a 
special article calling for a $500 ap- 
propriation for school defense ex- 
penditures. A committee composed 
of John Erving, William A. Doherty 
and Eugene V. Lovely, have made a 
detailed study of protection facili- 
ties in the schools. An additional 
$300 will be asked under “new 
equipment,” on the recommenda- 
tion of school physician Dr. Philip 
W. Blake, for additional medical 
and first aid supplies. 

The sub-committee has made 
plans to evacuate Central school 
children to the basement corridors 
of their respective buildings, in 
case of an air raid; West Center 
pupils will be housed in the neigh-

Hence the title of the current lec- 
ture.

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Describes Gas Precautions 
Instructions on the precautions 


to be taken by the public in the 
event of a gas attack were recently 
issued by Harold R. Rafton, chair- 
man of the Gas Protection and De- 
contamination division of the local 
civilian defense committee. Mr. 
Rafton states that “while the pos- 
sibility of a gas attack from the 
air is quite remote, it is the unex- 
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pected which has invariably hap- 
pened in this conflict. Casualties in 
such an attack are slighter than in 
actual bombing, and, in such an at- 
tack, all that is necessary is that a 
person should get inside the nearest 
building, go upstairs, and tightly 
close all openings by which gas 
might enter. 

“Gases. that make the eyes run 
and cause sneezing are relatively 
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harmless. Poison gases are heavier 
than air, and settle close to the 
ground and in low places, such as 


ditches. Because of this, basement 
and first floor rooms are not desir- 
able to avoid gas. In the event of 
such an attack, full warning will be 
given by the air raid wardens, and 
the above elementary precautions 
should then be taken,

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B. P. W. Action 
Unfair To The Voters 


' Once in a while a town board is 
‘faced with a problem, one of the 
solutions of which would have the 
sanction of law but which at the 
Same time would be depriving the 
people of a prerogative that they 
feel belongs to them. 

Such a case recently happened 
when the Board of Public Works 
granted a ten percent increase to 
the entire staff, workers and of- 
ficials alike. Let nobody say that 
the Board took the law into its own 
hands; it didn’t. It had a perfect 
right, legally, to go ahead and pay 
any person On its staff whatever it 
wished to pay him, just so long as 
it stayed within its total budget. 
That legal right the Board took, but 
in so doing it deprived the people of 
the town of Andover of a voice in 
a decision that largely affects them. 

Boards have a right to set Sala- 
ries, provided the officials aren’t 
elective. But in anything in which 
the extra expenditure is very size- 
able, every board has a moral obli- 
gation to ask the people of the town 
first. Possibly the voters in town 
meeting would grant this increase 
of ten percent, but whether they 
would or not, fairness demanded in 
such a large matter that the towns- 
people be consulted first. It was 
poor policy, very poor policy. 

It has left the whole pre-town 
meeting discussion in pretty much 


of a muddle, Some of the depart- 
ments are asking for an increase 
of ten percent for their employees. 
They're doing it the fair way. But 


how that the Board of Public Works 


has granted this increase, what is 
the town to do? 

Can it in fairness to the other 
town employees refuse them the 
herease that a Board has taken it 
upon itself to give to its employees ? 
Hasn't the Board of Public Works, 
in other words, by taking this ac- 
tion, forced the town’s hand, prac- 
tically dictated what the town 
meeting shall do, in effect ruled 
that the total town appropriations 
will be some seven to eight percent 
higher than they might have been? 

There was no great rush. The 
Board could have waited another 
two months to have ascertained the 
town’s sentiment in the matter. 
Certainly when any decrease in 
salary has been given because of 
bad times, there was no Such pre- 
cipitate action as this. Any em- 
ployee of that department who 
would have left his job for another 
rather than wait two months to see 
if a raise were forthcoming would 
be pretty ungrateful, for the ma- 
jority of those men had pretty good 
steady jobs when some of the rest 
of us were wondering where the 
next meal was coming from. 

Maybe a ten percent increase 
should be given, but most certain- 
ly the town should have been given 
a chance to approve it or disap- 
prove it first.

years, was completely razed, and 
was not covered by insurance. 

The bodies of the two children 
were not recovered until the fire 
had been extinguished. The position 
of the little girl by the front door 
indicated that she had made an at- 
tempt to escape. The body of the 
three-months old boy was found in 
the kitchen among the ruins of his 
crib, where he had been left by his 
mother. 

Chief C. Edward Buchan and 
Lieut. Raymond Foley, of the state 
fire manrshal’s. office, spent all yes- 
terday and this morning endeavor- 
ing to determine the cause of the 
blaze, but as yet have found no 
conclusive evidence. The house was 
heated by a furnace and by a wood 
or coal stove in the kitchen, and 
had no electric power. 

The fire had been immeasurably 
strengthened both by a bitter north 
.wind which had made Tuesday one 
of the coldest days of the year, and 
by the position of the house itself. 
A small, square bungalow, it lay in 
a slight declivity on River street, 
just above its junction with North 
street, and faced easterly with its 
whole side directly exposed to the 
force of the wind. 

Immediate relief operations were 
put in operation for the benefit of 
the stricken family. A vacant cot- 
tage owned by the town on Green- 
wood road has been made available 
for their use, and a kitchen stove, 
a bedroom set, breakfast set, food 
and clothing have been donated by 
various West Andover neighbors. A 
fund has already been started for 
the relief of the six members of the 
Dennis family, details of which can 
be found in another section of this 
issue. 
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“Old Country Store”

Recently opened at the pictur- 
esque old Shattuck farm on River 
road overlooking the Merrimack, 
was an old-fashioned country store,

England housewives generations 
ago. The counter jtself is historic, 
since, some 150 years ago, it served 
as the bar in the Middlesex Tavern 
in Lowell. There it served custom- 
ers aS opposite as hardy voyageurs 
and trappers on the one hand, 
George Washington, Lafayette and 
Daniel Webster on the other. 


The building itself is constructed 
in the traditional colonia] style, and 
the exterior clapboards are hand 
spoke-shaped and attached to the 
framework with hand-molded nails. 
Rare old gumstock uprights sup- 
port the 200-year-old white pine 
beams in the interior, and diamond- 
shaped antique glass windows are 


in strict accord with the period 
duplicated, 
Sold at the store are its own 


brand of choice coffees and teas, 
preserves canned on the farm it- 
self and old American cheese. An 
oyster bar should prove one of its 
most popular features, and serves 
oysters delivered fresh from West 
Chatham on the Cape and the Shat- 
tuck Farm jce-cream which has 
taken on the nature of a local insti- 
tution. A hand loom standing in 
One corner of the store manufac- 
tures 100 percent woole fabrics 
from wool shorn from Shattuck 
Farm sheep, the whole store should 
prove both a successful commercial 
enterprise and a tasteful memento 
of historic days.

A few years later, 
She paid him the crowning honor 
of arranging that he make his de- 
but at Covent Garden on the same 
Program in which she made her 
farewell appearance, 

Brownlee is internationally fa- 
mous for the beauty and warmth 
of his voice, and has literally sung 
his way around the world in con- 
certs that took him to such remote 
centers as Honolulu and Shanghai. 
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He is at present a leading baritone 
with the Metropolitan.
